The New York Post's Washington 


special says: One of the moat impor- 
tant financial propositions seriously 
considered by Secretary Manning pre- 
vious to his departure WHB a recommen- 
dation to Congress looking to the aboli- 
tion of silver, gold aiid currency certifi- 
cates.
